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/ACREAGE  OF  FLAX,  RAPESEED'  AND  t^USTARD  IN  INDIA 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1928-29  flaxseed  area  of  India  places 
the  acreage  as  far  as  reported  up  to  about  the  end  of  DecemlDer  at  2,568,000 
acres,  or  slightly  below  the  first  estimate  of  last  year,  according  to 
an  official  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  B'oreau  of  Agricultural 
Economics.     The  final  estimate  of  the  1927-28  area  was  3,352,000  acres. 
The  area  devoted  to  rape  and  mustard  seed  is  estimated  at  3,073,000  acres, 
or  3.8  per  cent  above  last  year's  first  estimate.    The  final  estimate  for 
last  year  was  5,931,000  acres. 
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CUFJIENT  MAK:ET  COiroiTIONS 

A  stronger  tone  prevailed  in  the  German  hog  market  during  the 
week  ended  December  26,  according  to  information  cabled  by  American 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin.    Owing  to  the  short  week, 
hog  receipts  at  14  principal  markets  were  abnormally  small  and  prices 
recovered  from  the  lower  levels  of  recent  v;eeks.     At  Berlin,   the  week's 
average  price  oi  heavy  hogs  reached  $16.10  per  100  pounds,  regaining 
late.  November  levels,  and  exceeding  the  corvesponding  week  of  last  year 
by  $4.21.     Lard  prices  at  Hamburg  also  were  higher  for  the  week, 
averaging  $14.11  per  100  pounds.     See  table,  page  1015. 

In  the  London  butter  market,  prices  were  well  maintained  during 
the  v/eek  ended  Decem.ber  27,  especially  for  colonial  descriptions,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  shipments  afloat  from  the  Southern  Hemis- 
phere were  the  heaviest  since  1925.    New  Zealand  butter,  at  the  equiva- 
lent of  40  cents,  was  5  cents  higher  than  a  year  ago.    The  Copenhagen 
quotation,  equivalent  to  40.6  cents  a  pound,  was  2.4  cents  lower  than 
the  preceding  week,  but  still  4  cents  higher  than  a  year  ago.  Stocks 
are  reported  as  low,   in  the  principal  European  markets  and  it  appears 
that  the  usual  winter  price  decline  will  be  somewhat  later  than  usual 
in  materializing.

Europe 

T"-ie  weather  in  Germany  was  generally  cold  during  the  week  ended 
December  27,  with  considerahle  precipitation,  according  to  information 
cahled  hy  A^:ric\iltii.ral  Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin.     Wheat  and  rye  prices 
were  steady  or  firmer,  tho^J^s^.  the  markets  were  quiet.     The  spot  .price  of 
wheat  at  Eamhurg  rose  about  two  cents,  from  the  preceding  week  to  $1.34  per 
hushel,.  while  the- spot  price  of  rye  at  Berlin  rose,  ahout  one  cent  to  $1,23. 
The  International  Institute  cahles  that  the  condition  of  winter  wheat  in 
Poland  as  of  Uovemher  15.  was  reported  to  he  well  above  average,  and  better 
than  the  condition  as  of  November  1,  with  the  same  conditions  reported  for 
winter  rye.

Argentina

The  general  effect  of  recent  foreign  econo.mic  develoioments 
upon  the  market  for  American  agricultural  products  has  been  favorable 
for  the  most  part,  according  to  inforraaticn  received  by  mail  and  cable 
from  American  Agric-uJ.tural  Commissioners  in  Europe  and  the  Orient,  fmm 
the  Department  of  Corn'oerce,.  and  other  sources.     In  Europe,   the  general 
British  situation  appea.rs  to  be  but  little  different  from  tnat  of  this 
time  last  year,  according  to  reports  availe.ble  up  to  December  26,  On 
the  continent,     however,  reports  for  ITovember    and  December  indicate 
that  the  general  level  of  business  has  been  well  maintained  in  advance 
of  a  year  ago.  Reports  "^n  France,   Italy,  Belgium,  Holland,  Denma.rk  and 
Korwa^^  indicate  that  the  improvement  in  those  co"antries  is  great  enough 
t^^  fully  offset  any  tendency  toward  recession  in  other  parts  of  the  con- 
tinent, according  to    Agricultural  Commissioner  L,  V.  Steere  at  Berlin, 
In  Germany,  the  quieter  industrial  tendency -has  persisted,  accompanied 
by  somewhat  more  than  sea.sonal  increasus  in  unernpl ^jonent ,   tut  ccm'petent 
observers,  Mr.  Steere  reports,  are  coming  more  and  more  to  regard 
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recent  developments  in  the  li.^bt  of  a  "breathing  spell,  and  express  consider- 
al:le  satisfaction  in  the  -onderlying  soundness  of  the  general  situation. 
Some  slowing  dovn  in  certain  "branches  of  industry  is  evident  also  in  other 
parts  of  central  and  eastern  Europe.     The .persistence  with  which  husiness 
has  teen  maintained  at  high  levels  in  Czechoslovakia  and  even  in  Austria, 
however,   in  spite  of  soi^ie  recession  in  Germany  and  the  niuneroLis  pessimistic 
forecasts  of  the  possible  effect  of  that  recession  on  other  countries,  has 
contri"buted  toward  a  renei,val  of  confidence  in  the  general  soundness  of 
conditions  in  central  Europe.     Generally  spealcing,  therefore,  the  outlook 
in  these  countries  is  not  unf a.vora'ble ,  even  thoUi^ijh  the  lockout  in  the 
German  iron  industry , -now  settled  -  has  had  some  unfavoraole  effects  and 
thiough  some  lahor  and  other  trou'bles  still  thireaten. 

Difficulties  continue  to  follow  the  British  cotton  textile  industry, 
"but  on  the  continent  that  business  recentl:^  experienced  some  improvemients 
calculated  to  insure  a  continued  fairly  good  consumption  of  raw  co,tton 
in  the  immediate  future.  .  Conditions  are  not  uniformly  good,  and  some  coim- 
tries  continue  to  report, a  lack  of  manufacturing  profits  in  textiles.  In 
northern  and  central  Europe,  however,  the  mills  have  "been  experiencing  a  per- 
iod of  readjustment  in  production  and  stocks  in  recent  months,  and  it  is 
held  that  their  position  has  "been  improved,  with  the  way  cleared  for  more 
satisfactory  operations  in  the  future. 

Takings  of  foreign;  wheat  "by  European  deficit  co^mtries  are  now 
expected  to  he  somewhat  a"bove  the  quantities  first  anticipa^ted,  Mr.  Steere 
reports,  owing  to  the  low  prices  prevailing  and  the  heavy  feeding  of  domestic 
grain  induced  "by  the  shortage  of  domestic  feedstiiffs.    At  present,  however, 
there  are  indications  that  larger  quantities  of  domestic  vjijeat  are  com- 
ing forward,  deliveries  of-  which,  were  rather  slov/  during  most  of  the  past 
2  months.     Prices  vrere  thought  to  have  reached  the  "bottom  "by  mid-December, 
but  no  significant  price  increases  were  anticipated  by  the  trade  for  the 
near  future. 

Prospects  for  Anierica:.!  ap'ile-  ex'iorts  this  winter  continue  favorable. 
The  Christmas  trade  was  generally  as  good  as  anticipated.     Stocks  of 
continental  fruit  are  reported  as  scarce,  with  com-oetition  from  that  source 
probably  smaller  than  usual  for  the  balance  of  the  season.  ,  The  bu^/ing,  power 
of  consu'aers  over  most  of  the  continent  will  probably  be  as  good  if  not  better 
than  in  any  .other  post-war  year.    Market  prospects  for  prunes  also  contin- 
ue to  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  but  there  is  some  tendency  toward  the 
belief  that  the  high  price  level  now  prevailing  for  California  pru::es  is 
hindering  consximption.     The  dried  fruit  trade  has  been  cxpec-ting  a  revival  . 
of  inland  demand  for  some  ^.TOeks,  and  its  failure  to  develop  in  the  volume 
expected  is  now  finding  some  interpretation  as  meaning  that  consuners  are 
tu.rning  to  substitutes. 
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Great  Britain 

Generally  speaking,  no  new  developments  can  be  noted  in  the  factors 
affecting  demand  in  Great  Britain  for  A-nerican  agricaltural  products. 
British  industrial  conditions  up  to  December  15  continued  largely  unsatis- 
factory, according  to  reports  received  throiigh  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  from  other  so^-irces.     In  fact,   some  observers  place  the  present  situa- 
tion on  about  'the  same  plane  as  that  of  a  year  ago.     Some  further  reces- 
sion in  industrial  activity  during  November  is  indicated  by  lower  railway 
receipts  and  lower  provincial  bank  clearings.     Unemployment  shows  some 
tendency  to  increase,  although  some  slight  improvements  are  noted  in  the 
steel  and  textile  industry.     Agricultural  comxiodity  prices  were  generally 
irregular  within  narrow  limits,  with  few  definite  tendencies  noticeable. 

In  the  wheat  market,  December  futures  declined  during  November, 
and  closed  about  17  cents  below  last  year.    May  futures  opened  under  the 
closing  December  futures  level,  but  have  about  equaled  it  since  mid-December, 
and  have  been  about  15  cents  under  last  year.    Haw  cotton  prices  have  shown 
little  change  during  the  month.     The  industry  continues  to  oe  concerned  with 
reorganization  proposals.     A  fair  volume  of  piece  goods  mioveir.ent  up  to  the 
middle  of  December  had  not  put  spinners  in  an  appreciably  better  position. 
At  the  close  on  December  5  of  the  6th  scries  of  London  sales,  wool  prices  were 
somewhat  below  the  opening  rates,  althoi;gh  not  enough  to  alter  the  generally 
strong  tone  of  the  raw  wool  market,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural 
Commissicnor  Foley  at  London.    Values  were  generally  above  those  of  the  5th  series. 
At  Bradford  there  has  been  noticed  a  slightly  Lmproved  demand  for  piece  goods, 
but  average  yarn  quotations  were  steady  and  business  quiet. 

In  the  pork  market,  supplies  of  both  cured  and  fresh  pork  continue 
seasonally  larger,  but  with  cured  supplies  under  those  of  last  year,  Mr. 
Foley  reports.     Cured  pork  imports  for  November  registered  tho  usiial  de- 
crease below  October,  but  were  also  ijnder  November  1S27 .     Lard  supplies, 
however,  have  been  moving  upward  since  September.     Liverpool  quotations  on 
American  prime  stsajn  western  lard  averaged  $13.24  per  100  pounds  for  the 
week  ended  December  12,  a  point  slightly  'inder  the  November  level  and 
■about  the  same  as  a  year  ago.     In  cured  por^  products,  recent  j^rices  have 
maintained  the  early  season's  lead  over  a  jear  ago.    For  the  week  ended 
December  19,  American  short  cut  green  hams  at  Liverpool  averaged  $24.77 
per  100  po'onds,   indicating  a  continiaance  of  the  higher  December  values  as 
against  the  preceding  month.    For  the  same  v/eek,  American  green  bellies 
were  slightly  easier  at  $18.47  as  againsT  the  preceding  month.     On  Danish 
Wiltsnires,  the  current  average  of  $21.72  was  an  increase  over  the  Novem- 
ber average. 
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Ar.ierican  arpples  in  Lritish  rnarkots  contin-ae  to  enjoy  a  good  demand 
for  quality  fruit,  with  satisfactory  stock  "bringing  good  prices,  according 
to  Ed7;in  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    Boxed  sxtp- 
plies  have  "been  arriving  1:\  relatively-  "better  condition  than  have  "barrels. 
The  loss  of  the  S.  S.  Celtic  resulted  in  a  temporary  drop  in  apple  sup- 
plies, Mr.  Smith  reports.     G-ood  prices  were  received  at  pre-Christmas 
sales,  especia-lly  for  barreled  stock.     In  the  "butter  market,  supplies 
afloat  for  Great  Britain  continue  hcrvier  than  last  year,  hut  British  stocks 
in  the  middle  of  Decemhor  were  light,  and  a  firm  demand  continu.ed  to  hold 
prices  at  a  point  usually  more  attractive  than  those  cbtaina'ble  in  tne 
Urn ted  States  for  Southern  Hemisphere  hutter. 

Germany 

Condition  influencing  German  demand  for  American  agricultural 
products  appear  to  have  developed  additional  jT.f avorshle  sngles  dL-ring 
ITovemher  and  Decemher.     The  sloi-^dy  declining  tendency  in  "business  activity 
continued,  and  to  an  extent  somevihat  greater  than  is  explainable  on  season- 
al grounds.    Aside  from  the  electrical,  cebemical,  and  a  few  ctLor  industries 
which  are  still  operating  at  very  high  levels,  most  cf  the  leading  industries 
are  curtailing  operations,  as  is  evidcit  from,  the  figures  on  -onemployment. 
The  numher.  of  imeraployed  receiving  support  on  Decom"ber  1  was  1,153,000 
against  904,000  on  November  15  and  752,000  a  year  ago. 

In  discussing  the  German  industrial  situation,  Mr.  Steere  places 
considerable  evaphasis  upon  the  fact  that  the  recession  in  business  activity 
has  proceeded  very  slowlry  to  date.    IIo  rep'-^rts  thiat  the  present  movemicnt 
is  midoabtedly  bringing  about  readjustments  in  the  volme  of  stocks  and 
in  production  tendencies  in  certain  industries  that  would  have  to  take 
place  sooner  or  later.     The  orderly  state  of  thir,gs,  therefore,  is  exiDected 
to  strengthen  the  weak  spots  in  German  industry,  and  to  lay  th;e  fouidation 
for  future  operations.     Recent  developments  have  been  favorable  in  the  coal, 
iron  and  steel  industries  and  to  some  extent  also  in  textiles.  German 
cotton  spinners  were  reported  as  buying  actively  in  Brem.en  during  November 
to  replenish  mill  stocks.     In  the  trade,  finished  goods  stocks  wore  reported 
as  being  below  those  of  last  year,  but  retail  business  during  November  was 
at  about  the  same  level  as  that  of  a  year  ae"o.     'Woavers  report  a  considerable 
volume  of  new  orders.     There  appears  to  be  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
union  textile  workers  who  are  fully  employed. 

Authoritative  statements  on  the  Ger'nan  agricuJ.taral  situation  appear 
to  concur  in  finding  that  industry  in  a  weak  position  this  year,  in  spite 
of  the  good  harvest.     Large  niurbers  of  important  estates  are  reported  as 
being  in  financial  difficulties,  and  the  indebtedness  of  German  a^sriculturc 
as  a  v/hole  is  estimated  to  have  increased  heavily  during  the  past  2  years. 
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A4:ri cultural  relief  appears  to  "be  occupying:  more  attention  as  an  economic 
as  'well  as  a  political  question  in  Gerir^ny.     Figures  on  German  stocks  of 
agricultural  products  available  for  sale  as  of  IJovercber  15  showed  lar/rer 
volumes  of  grain  and  potatoes  than  were  so  placed  last  ysar.     I-rices  of 
grain,  ho^^'ever,  aro  nov;  below  those  of  a  yes-.r  a^o,  77hile  potatoes,  thcUf^'h 
still  above,  have  been  declining  each  month  since  August.    "^Theat  and  r,ye 
X-riccs  havo  been  fairly  steady  durin^;^  Ec'ceniber  after  a  slight  drop  at  the 
^nd  of  ITovember.     By  December  1?  the  avera-^e  price  of  vheat  at  Hamburg  v/as 
about  11  cents  imder  la.-t  year,  and  rye  21  cents  belov/  1927.  The 
German  grain  expert  trade  '.vas  active  throiigh  November,  ard  mill  stocks  in 
that  country  appear  to  be  small  as  indicated  by  figures  for  Perlin. 

The  German  market  for  American  apples  was  well  maintained  during 
llovomber  and  Docemrner,  v;ith  some  weakness  developing  after  the  week  ended 
Decem.ber  13.     The  absence  of  important  European  s^iijplies,  however,  indicates 
a  continuance  of  generally  favoro.ble  markets  for  imported  fruit.     In  some 
instances,   the  price  received  fcr  shipments  from  America  was  lowered  by 
largo  ouaLT-tities  arriving  overripe  and  v,'ith  a  s:::sll  a2".c"ant  of  vitalit.y.  In 
the  Hambiu-g  pr^me  market,  prices  had  advanced  somewhat  by  Decer.ber  4,  biit 
were  still  below  the  California  parity.     The  someAvhat  sluggish  demand 
from  inland  .Ta.rket3  continues,  but  improvement  is  expected,  and  buyers 
seem  inclined  to  favor  the  A.r-erican  product.     Ivlid-Uovembcr  stocks  were 
considerabl;/  larger  than  for  the  s;.,..:e  period  of  1927. 

In  the  pork  market,  hog  supplies  have  boon  seasonally  heavier,  brit 
under  those  of  a  year  ago.    Keg  prices  during  December  were  slightly  under 
those  of  tho  precediTig  month,  but  the  Perlin  average  of  $16.10  per  100 
po-onds  for  the  v/eek  ended  December  26  was  $4.21  above  the  corresponding 
week  of  last  year.     German  imports  of  cured  pork  ijave  been  manning  behind 
those  cf  last  year  in  recent  months,  7;ith  the  Netherlands  getting  the  b^ulk 
of  the  reduced  business.     Lard  imports,  however,  have  been  slightly  in 
excess  of  last  year,  and  prices  in  recent  weeks  havo  been  easier.     The  aver- 
age for  the  week  ended  December  26  at  I-Iamburg  reached  $14.11  per  100  pounds, 
a  decline  cf  17  cents  belo?;  the  Novem.ber  average  but  above  a  year  ago. 
Some  of  the  iunerican  share  of  the  Gennan  lard  trade  has  been  lost  to  Den- 
mark in  recent  months,  the  United  States  exports  of  lard  to  Germany  going 
below  those  cf  last  year. 

France 

Unemployment  in  France  is  practically  nil,  according  to  Mr.  Steere, 
witij  some  industries  reporting  a  shortage  cf  skilled  labor.     In  fact,  there 
is  some  agitation  for  the  rem.oval  of  in-raigration  restrictions  for  certain 
classes  of  v;orkers.     The  generally  favorable  tone  of  business  activity 
•^as  maintained  thrcughout  ITovem.ber  and  Dece::iber,  with  no  indications  of  a 
shift  in  the  prevailing  tendencies  other  than  seasonal  variations.  Coal 
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and  iron  have  been  active,  the  latter  stimulated  somewhat  by  the  loax~ant 
in  the  German  industry.     The  demand  for  ra?^  cotton  has  been  rather  good, 
with^de dining  stocks  of  both  raw  material  and  finished  goods .     The  November 
and  December  situation  indicates  and  advance  over  preceding  months  in  sales 
by  spinners  and  weavers.     In  wool  al^io,  Prance  reports  recent  coni^uraption 
as  being  . in  advance  of  last  year.    Business  in  tops  and  noils  has  been 
active,  with  or  ices  rising.  ,,  Stociis  of  tops  in  conimission  com.jing  establish- 
mentn  at  the  end  of  "LJovember  ;v3re,  below  those  of  November  30,  1527.  The 
Wheat  market  cont  inues  to  regls.ter  a  relatively  stefuiy  business,  with 
increased  maricetings  of  native  grain..     Mill  slocks  have  been  lew,  indication 
a  continuance  of  interest  in  the  grain  market,  .althoug'h  millers  complain 
of  a.  slow  flour  business.

-Re.cent  reports  from  Italy  point  to  fiu-ther  slovf  but  steadily 
broadening  improvement  in  general  business  'condit iong,,  Mr.  Steere  reports. 
Better  sales  and  increasing  activity  are  indicated  in  the  iron  and  steel 
industries,  in  automobiles,  wool,  cotton  and  linen.    The  silk,  paper,  hat 
and  several  other  importaiit  industries  also  report  satisfactory  occupation. 
Only  a  few  lines  ar'e  tending  do.mward,  ;and-som.e  of  those  only  for 
seasonal  reasons.     Taxes  remain  high,  however,  and  labor  is  said  to  be 
finding  the  cost  of  living  burdensome.    Ea?/  material  imports  show  a. 
tendency  to  increase.     Italian  export  business,  however,  is  reported  as 
continuing  unsatisfactory,  except  in  the  case  of  textiles.     There  has  been 
a  good  demand  for  ro.w  cotton  in  recont  weeks  a.nd  consumption  of  American 
raw  in  November  was  12  per  cent  in  excess  of  November  1927.    The  season's 
import  trs-de  in  wheat  continues  in  advance  of  le.st  year,  with  the  m.arket 
somev;ha,t  less  active  in  Novem.ber.     The  increased  duty  on  wheat  is  said  to 
have  been  of  considerable  help  to  farmers  in. the  face  of  the'  lower  world 
price  level.     In  genera.l  the  Italian ■  sg;ricultnral  year  is  felt  to  have 
been  relatively  good.     The  corn  crop  was  poor,  but  wheat,  rye,  barley, 
oats  and  vegetables  y^iere  better  than  last  year.     The  potato  crop  appasrs 
to  be  about  23  per  cent  ujider  that  of  1927. 

Be]^:iiain  and  Netherlands 

General  business  conditions  in  both  Belgrum  and  the  Netherlands  were 
well  maintained  during  the  past  2  months,  according  to  Mr.  Steere.  In 
Belgium  iron  and  steel  production  nas  been  increased,  with  prices  show- 
ing a.n  upward  tendency.     Occ\ipation  in  the  textile  and  glass  industries  was 
not  entirely  sac isf actory,  but  conditions  in  m.ost  other  industries  were 
relatively  good  or  unchani:ed.     Reports  from  the  N^'^theri.aadg.  indicate 
recent  advances  in  several  inportant  industrial  lines,  y,ith  general  business 
conditions  somewhat  better  than  a  short  time  a-:;o.     In  both  countries,  agri- 
cultural prod'iotion  for  1928  was  larger  tnan  in  the  pr'e ceding  year,  but 
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prices  obtaiiiable  have  not  beeu  cjirplet-jly  satisfactory.     The' wheat^ar-kerfcs 
were  fairly  active  d^jrin^  tne  iir:;t  naif  of  November,  but  were  quieter  as 
the  month  advanced.     Ar  in  Jranoe.  millers  complain  of  poor  floiu-  sales, 
but  an  improvemont  in  buying  is  indicated  in  vier^  of  the  low  stocks .     In  the 
Nether:.,?:nds  s-jimiaer  drGU-;^hts  reduced  the  supplies  of  home  grovai  feedstuff s. 

Central  r,-;rope 

Czocnoslovaiia,  Austria  and  pcland  all  report  either  a  continuance 
of  c';enera,lly  favorable  industrial  and  business  activity  or  improvement  in 
important  lines,  '/.v.   cteere  r<^.por':r.     Li  C -'^^ e ch o s  1  o yak i a  thef'e  have  been 
oome  seasonal  restrictions,  buo  acb..vity  prevails  in  the  coal,   iron,  metal, 
chemical,  glass,  -pa-per,  1-umber  and  other  important  industries,  with  a  good 
revival  reported  for  textiles.    A.-;ri cultural  yields  were  favorable  on  the 
whole,  but  money  returns  were  Icw^r,   in  common  with  most  cf  the  European 
countries.     In  Aiistr ia  no  Tiat^rial  change  is  anticipated  for  the  immediate 
fut-'jre  in  the  ^enrral'^y  'satisfactory  industrial  situation,  although  some 
observers  S3e  les.^  activity  ratner  tr.an  more  in  ina  months  ahead.  Tjnerrfploy- 
m^ent  at  present  is  about  on  a  level  with  that  of  a  yc ai'  ago,  but  the  most 
imoortent  industrials,  including  steel,  machinery,  chfmicals  and  paper,  re- 
port ^^o±  occupation.     The  heavy  industries  and  textiles  both  report  recent 
increases  in  nonfilled  orders.     In  Poland,  the  close  cf  19?8  finds  industry 
fairly  well  occupied,  Avith  the  output  for  the  tnird  quarter  of  the  year 
placed  13  per  cent  ahead  uf  lb27.     Only  7&,CC'C'  people  wore  reported  out  of 
v,'orl-i  at  the  end  of  tne  quarter,  althoi^-h  that  fic;>ire  has  boen  increased 
somewhat  by  seasonal  influences,    i^rices  of  bread  grains  and  potatoes  are 
felt  to  be  very  lov/,  witn  the  latter  crop  tiu-ning  out  to  be  larger  than 
expected.     Jeedst'offs,  on  tno  other  nand,  are  scarce  and  prices  relatively 
high.     Reports  indicat*;  that  the  livestocK:  slaugnter  may  be  large  this 
winter.

•Reports  from  Denmaric,  i\[orway  and  Sweden  indicatv^  either  slew  continued 
improvement  in  industrial  life  or  a  maintenance  of  the  improvements  noted 
in  earlier  reports.     In  Denmark  unemplo.\incnt ,  wnile  still  considerable,  is 
noticeably  less  than  a  year  ago,  and  this  year's  at;r icr.ltural  returns  are  als;; 
felt  to  be  better  than  in  15'-7.     Exports  of  butter  and  bacon  have  been  larger 
than  last  year,  wita  bettor  prices  prevailing.     The  C<^fenhagen  market  has 
shovm  an  encouraging  demoiid  for  American  apples  this  season,   in  spite  cf 
the  rather  unsatisfactory  general  cusiness  sitr.af, ion.     Nory;ay ,  liice 
Der^nark,   is  also  siiowin;-:  some  evidence  of  reccvr.-y  Ircm  the  depression  which 
has  prevailed  for  so   long.    Tnemployment  is  still  lar^^c,  but  showing  more 
resistar"xce  tnan  last  year  to  the  usual  seas.-^nal  increase.     The  paper  indus- 
try reports  very  satisiactor;/  sales,  and  crops  were  about  average.  Tishing, 
however,  has  not  brought  the  returns  anticipated.     In  cVeden,  general  eccn- 
omic  conditions  have  continued  relatively  favorable,  although  the  iron  ore 
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industry  was  adversely  affected  by  the  labor  "trcuclss  during  lo^mb-er  in 
the  Geiian  iron  Industry.     Swedish  exports  of  such  uTipcrtant  items  as  l^amlDer 
and  its  oroducts,  electrical  ir.achrnery,  telephones,  etc,  have  been  fairly 
heavy,  and  sales  for  fut^jxe  delivery  are  said  to  be  holding  up  well  in  most 
of  those  lines.        .  '       •  .

Tn.  profitable  operations  of  the  last 
8  months  have  resulted  in  some  mill  expansion,   70,C0C  new  spina.es  h...  mg^ 
been  ordered  for  Cninsse  owned  mills,  most  of  thorn  for  spinning  high  co^ano 
yarns.     Supplies  of  Chinese,  raw  cotton  continue  excessive,  and  prices  are 
-somewhat  lower  tnan  a  month  ac;o.     Stocks  at  Shanghai  and  at  HanKow  are 
estimated  to  be  sufficient  for  requirements  up  t.o  March  1.    Under  P/esent 
conditions  of  supply  and  prices  of  Chinese  cotton,  few  purchases  o.  Indian 
cotton  are  being  made,  but  heavy  current  consujnption  and  a  slight  iavorable 
change  in  price  relationships  may  induce  purchases  of  Indian  cot.cn  ior_ 
spring  and  shimmer  consumption.-    Demand  for  American  cotton  continues  quiet 
since ■ the  mills  have  covered  their  requirements  up  to  about  March^l.     It  is 
expected,  however,  that  considerable  new  business  will  be  aone  tor  shipment  i 
February  and  later. 

A  new  im.port  duty  on  leaf  tobacco  and  cigarettes,  equal  in  amount  and 
replacing  th^  various  special . taxes  imoosed  at  present,  was  announcea  by  the 
nationalist  Government  tn  come  into  effect  February  1,  U^29 ,  according  to 
cabled  reports  from  Mr.  Hyhus.  ■  The  am.ount  which  the  importers  will  be  _ 
called  upon  to  pav  -mder  the  new  tariff,  therefore,  will  be  identical  with 
the  total  tax  they  are ■ now  paying  under  three  dificrent  names.     Ths  new  _ 
tariff  on  cigarettes  vai-ies  with  the  classification  based  on  values,  but  is 
equivalent  to  7-1  per  cent  ad  valorem  and  is  5C  ^er  cent  higher  tnan  the 
present  statutor?  duty.     It  is,  however,  identical  wltn  the  combined  statu- 
tory a.nd  surtax  duties  heing  paid  at  present.     Tne  same  statement  _ applies 
to  ]eaf  tobacco  which,  when  vamed  at  over  50  Hailv.van  taels  p«r  picul 
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(31.95  cents  per  pound  at  tne  rate  of  exchange  of  1  HaiKv/an  tael  -  71 
Axierican  cents)  calories  a  duty  of  8  Haikwan  taels  per  picul  (.4.26  cents 
per  po'ind)  .     Leaf  valued  at  hO  Haik-/van  taels  and  under  will  be  dutiable 
ijjider  the  new  rate  of  3  Haiicwan  taeis  per  picul  (l.fi  cents  per  po-md)  . 

Japan 

A  reported  short  wh^at  crop  in  China  has  caused  an  upward  trend  in 
the  Japanese  milling,  industry,  according  to  caoled  advices  from  Consul 
Kemper  at  To^O-.     Imports  of  wheat  in  October-  were  over  500,000  bushels 
greater  than  during  September  and  over  900,000  bushels  greater  than  in 
October,  1927,     Total  imports  for  October,  1928  were  1,549,000  bushels,  of 
which  533,000  bushels  were  imported  from  the  United  States,  760,000  bushels 
from  Canada  and  124,000  bushels  from  ■'^^astralia.     Trom  July  1  to  October  31, 
5,047,000  bushels  of  wheat  were  imported  into  Japan  against  3,481,000 
bushels  for  tne  corresponding  months  of  1927.     i^jLotations  on  American 
wheat  at  Japanese  mills  arcind  October  1  v/ere  higher  than  on  wheat  from 
the  other  2  sources,  but  a  month  later  the  Australian  product  carried  the 
leading  price . 

Continued  heavy  purchases  of  rav/  cotton  in  Japan  is  indicated- by 
the  increased  activity  of  the  spinning  and  weaving  mills. ^    In  IJovember  the 
amount  of  yarn  purchased  by  spinning  mills  and  ccnsumad  by  weavers  chewed 
an  increase  ever  October  and  over  November  of  last  year,  according  to'  cabled 
advices  from  Consul  DicKcver  at  Kobe.    Buying  of  Americiin  cotton  for-  future 
delivery  in  Osaka,  however,  was  reported  slow  late  in  lTo'''ember  owing-  to  the 
large  amount.-,  alroady  contracted  for.     Imports  oi  Anerican  cotton  totaled 
92,000  bales  in  i'.jve;riber  and  81,000  bales  in  IJovember,  1927.     Stccxis  of 
cotton  of  all  kinic  in  bonded  warehouses  at  the  end  of  November  were 
318,000  bales;  against  251,000  bales  on  October  31  and  366,000  bales  on 
November  30,  1927. 


FOREION  DAIRY  CONDITIONS 

Foreign  developments  affecting  the  production  and  marketing  of  butter 
and  cheese  are  particularly  important  at  this  time  of  the  year  in  determining 
the  extent  of  direct  foreign  compet  it  ion':  in  United  States  markets.  During 
the  past  two  months,  despite  very  favorable  seasons  in  dairy  regions  of  the 
Southern  Hemisphere  the  Ei^ropean  markc^ts,  rather  than  showing  any  settled 
weakness  have  continued  to  strangthen  steadily.    Dn-.tter  prices  were  several 
cents  nigher  in  London  and  iSerlin  at  the  end  of  December  than  at  the  beginning 
of  the  arrival  of  colonial  butter  in  November  and  the  price  margin  in  favor 
of  New  York  is  actually  narrower.     Arrivals  of  New  Zealand  and  Australian 
Sup-:lios  during  Lovumhc^r  v.ero  heavier' than  In  recort  seasons  and  t-^tal  ship- 
men-oE  refloat  at  th-j  present  time  are  lixievi.ie  neav'ier,  yet  the  foiei^?;n  mai'kets 
remain  comparatively  firm..    Beth  Great  Britain  and  Germany  impoi-ted  more 
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hea.vil7  during  IToveni'ber ,  1^28,   tl'.an.  in  other  recent  years,  their  001111: ined  im- 
portation having  ai'aovjited  to  75  million,  pounds  against  55  million  pomads  in 
iNFovemlDer,  1?27,  and  59  million  pounds  in  ITovember,  1926.     That  such  supplies 
as  are  now  arriving  in  European  markets  are  not  more  cnordensom.e  is  largely 
accounted  for  "by  v/ell  sustained  buying  po7/er  and  the  scarcity  of  stocks  in 
tnose  markets.     The  low  stocks  in  tijrn,  reflect  t.  e  comparatively  light  pro- 
duction of  the  Suropeao  dairy  region  during  .the  past,  .season.     Imports  into 
this  comitry  are,  accordir^ly  still  quite  negligible  so  far  as  butter  is 
concerned,  and  not  •anusus.l  as  to  the  qua.nt.ity  of  cheese.    Arrivals  of  milk  and 
crea'ii  (from  Canada)  are  low  as  com.par,ed  with  earlier  months  and  with  the 
corresponding  season  of  1927..

British  markets  firm  under  heavy  arrivals  and  li,g:ht  stocks 

ITearly  50  mxillion  pounds  of  butter  and  33-  million  po'uiids  of  cheese 
reached  Great  Britain  d'oring  November,  representing  substantial  increases 
over  preceding  months  of  this  and  last  year.     The  proportion  of  the  im.- 
portation  originating  in  the  Southern  Eemdsphere  has  now  come  to  be  nearly 
half  of  the  total.     It  is  noteworthy,  that  while  arrivals  of  New  Zealand 
butter  in  Great  Britain  were  heavy  as  compared  with  earlier  years  the 
quantity  of  cheese  from,  that  source  was  relatively  imach  hea.vier  still. 
The  inducement  to  swing  heavily  to  cheese  production  in  ITew  Zealand  ra^ther 
earlier  thaia  usual  this  season  in  order  to  take-  advantage'  of  comparatively 
favorable  prices  v;as  pointed  out  in  earlier '  reviews  and  is  undoubtedly  a 
factor  of  3om.e  importsjice  in  ti;o  present  strength  of  the  foreign  butter 
markets.     Ordinarily,  however,  the  winter  price  depression  in  the  British 
butter  ma.rkots  is  not  .marked  matil  after  the  holidays,  and  the  recent  advances 
are  more  indicative  of  a  later  and  m.oderate  decline  to  follow  than  of  perman- 
ently high  prices.     The  vaidertone  of  the  British  butter  markets  has,  never- 
theless, developed  considerably  more  firmjiess  than  was  anticipated  in  earlier 
months  when  caution  in  accL:un-alating  stocks  was  contributing  to  the  advantage 
now  held  by  sellers  in  supplying  current  needs.    According  to  latest  cabled 
information  as  of  Lecem.ber  28,  ITev/  Zealand  butter  in  London  v/as  quoted  at  the 
equivalent  of  40      cents  or      5    cents  higher  than  a  year  ago.     See  com- 
parative price  s-uivflnary,  page  1015.
